‘Boredom Is 
5th Danger 
To Mankind’ 


N early IOO Bucks Countians, 
attending the 
seventh 
annual 
meeting of the county 
Park 
Foundation 
near 
Doylestown 
last night, heard an industrialist 
warn that the demand for more 
parks is far outstripping 
t h e 
supply. 
J. Austin Smith, an executive 
of the Flxtble Company, Lou­ 
donville, Ohio, called upon those 
attending to meet a personal 
challenge. Otherwise, he said, 
a grim future awaits American 
citizenry. 
Smith said that in 30 years, 
there will be 600 billion more 
hours of leisure than at present. 
Three Months Off 
Austin 
cited 
a 
55-year-old 
steelworker as an example. All 
at once, Austin said, the worker 
will find he has three months 
of idleness on his hands. What 
would this do for the employe? 
the industrialist asked. 
“ It will drive him nuts,” Aus­ 
tin replied, in answer to his own 
question. “ Unless, that is, there 
is a nearby park, swim pool or 
other recreation facility to in­ 
terest him and give him an es­ 
cape from boredom .” 
Smith called boredom t h e 
fifth greatest threat to mankind, 
after “ sickness, war, dope and 
m aniac dictators.”
